A Native Viewpoint 




By any one's stand- 
ards, the Montreal massa- 
cre of fourteen women is a 
tragedy for all humankind 
and a loss of immense hu- 
man talent. The Montreal 
massacre can be seen as a 
symbolic act that subjected 
to physical death, but they 
also face emotional and 
spiritual death. 

Based on the sever- 
ity of this issue, I do not 
feel that one day of mourn- 
ing fully address the prob- 
lem. This is an issue that 
we should be mourning 



on a daily basis. 

Not only is this is- 
sue indicative of women 
in general, but it is even 
more severe for Native 
women. Not only do Na- 
tive women have to face 
gender discrimination, but 
they also must face racial 
discrimination such as 
stereo- typing. As a result, 
Native women receive a 
double bow. 

The effects of this 
discrimination is revealed 
in the startling statistics 
on Native women: 

The Canadian Bar 
association Report in 1988 
found: 

"Native women 
make up almost all the 
inmate population in the 
Yukon and Labrador and 
over 70% in the North- 
west Territories, Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan." 
and the Aboriginal Justice 
Inquiry of Manitoba in 
1991 stated: 

"Native women live 
28 years less than non- 
Native women". # 

For First Nations 



people, this discrimination 
of our women is a rela- 
tively recent development, 
for prior to contact, our 
communities practiced 
equal suffrage and gov- 
ernment by consensus. 
Women were not treated 
as inferiors, but instead 
they were treated as equals 
participating in all aspects 
of life. Yet, in today's 
Western society, this is not 
the case, for our women 
have been degraded and 
subjected to extreme 
prejudicial treatment. 

In closing, I feel that 
society at large can learn a 
great deal from traditional 
Native values. For tradi- 
tionally, women shared an 
equal position with men 
stressing the elements of 
balance, harmony and co- 
operation. Only through 
equality of the sexes can 
the issue of violence 
against all women be ef- 
fectively resolved.

Laurentian University Presents its first 
University-Community Lecture 



Dr. Paul Cappon, 
Vice-President, Academic 
at Laurentian University, 
presents "The Politics of 
Health", the first lecture 
in his new University- 
Community Lecture Se- 
ries, on Thursday, Janu- 
ary 30, 1992 at 7:30 p.m. 
in the Alphonse Raymond 
Auditorium (School of 
Education). Admission is 
free; the public is wel- 
come. 

This lecture deals 
with that side of health 
sciences and the health 
system which many of us 
prefer to overlook; the 
politics of public health. 
This is the flip side of our 
image of heroic medical 
practitioners struggling to 
preserve life against the 
ravages of aging and the 
environment. It is the side 
of medicine that involves 
difficult (often painful) 
social and ethical choices 
from which no pat answers 
or technological miracles 
can spare us. 

In "The Politics of 
Health", Paul Cappon, 
M.D., Ph.D., addresses 
these issues from both an 
academic and a commu- 
nity-based point of view. 
Academics must address 
societal and political ques- 
tions of health, says Dr.

who deserves a second chance.

Cappon, because they af- 
fect the lives and families 
of virtually every citizen. 
These questions include: 

- What limits should 
we impose on human ge- 
netic engineering? 

- Can society con- 
trol the development of re- 
productive technology, or 
should it be left in the 
hands of practitioners? 

- Will the growing 
acceptance of euthanasia 
create pressure for dimin- 
ished health care for the 
aged and gravely ill? 

- should sexually ir- 
responsible carriers of the 
AIDS virus ( or other in- 
fectious diseases) be quar- 
antined? 

- How can we limit 
growing health expendi- 
tures in a society which is 
aging? 

- Can the physician- 
patient relationship be al- 
tered so that power and 
responsibility are more 
equally shared? 

- How can we learn 
which environmental 
agents are harmful to our 
health? 

Conscious, in- 
formed choices must be 
made where such social 
and ethical questions in 
health care fall within the 
political dimension. It is 



easier to ask these ques- 
tions than to answer them. 
But "The Politics of 
Health" explores impor- 
tant principles that can 
help us respond: 

- Private acts can 
have social consequences 
for health. 

- Differences of 
opinion are valid; toler- 
ance of ambiguity and 



uncertainty is a sign of 
social maturity 

- People must take 
individual and collective 
responsibility for their 
own health. 

-Most importantly, 
the public must become 
knowledgeable about 
health issues and should 
participate in health de- 
bates, instead of leaving 



all decisions in the hands 
of "the experts".

Transformed by a series of un- 
settling and often surprising en- 
counters, these six — family, 
friends and strangers — come 
together in writer-director-pro- 
ducer Lawrence Kasdan ' s prob- 
ing look at his adopted home.

Oliver stone has seems a creative evolution 



started a fire storm that is 
comparable to the passion- 
ate reaction to Orson 
Well's Citizen Kane.lt 
gives over 3 hours of cata- 
lysts for extreme reaction 
to the assassination of John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy on 
November 22, 1963, the 
president of USA. It's 
technical wizardry that 
would probably stagger 
Wells. It unfolds the 
elaborate conspiracy be- 
hind the killing. There 
have been numerous 
books written on the topic, 
among them Contract on 
America, by David 
Scheim. This movie 



to all those publications. 
It also completes 
what would appear as the 
final part of trilogy on the 
war mentality sported 
Americans since the Sec- 
ond World War. First it 
was Platoon, then Born 
on the Fourth of July and 
now JFK explore it in dif- 
ferent intensities and vari- 
able depths. Except there 
is no apocalyptic visions 
of Vietnam, no tales of 
over zealous soldiers suf- 
fering from future shock. 
Instead there is the explo- 
ration of the greed and cor- 
ruption of the American 
government at its highest 



levels. Such notion is fa- 
miliar to Canadians. The 
establishment that has 
used Vietnam as a poly- 
gon for military exercises. 
The fact that Oliver has so 
many people upset on one 
side and so many dazzled 
on the other side is not a 
surprise. This reaches 
deeply into the soul of 
Americans. 

It is a cinematic 
marvel. It is well edited, 
and acted and photo- 
graphed. It is somewhat 
like Beethoven's concer- 
tos, complete and power- 
ful leaving every thing to 
the passionate interpreta- 
tion. It leaves the audi- 



ence in the same shock 
that was evoked by Born 
on the Fourth of July and 
Platoon. First you go out 
of the theater checking for 
snipers while your head 
does the three sixty pe- 
rimeter check. You might 
even ask yourself what a 
mess this world has be- 
come. 

The only objection 
that should be pointed out 
is that through the eyes of 
Jim Garrison, Kennedy 
acquires the persona of a 
visionary hero. We all 
know that Kennedy, de- 
spite his political activi- 
ties, was after all a very 
corrupt man. His woman- 



izing throughout his mar- 
riage and the dirty med- 
dling in Canadian politics 
make him a man far too 
distant from an moral 
ideal. Yet to judge him 
was not the point of this 
movie. The point of it was 
the questioning of the 
American establishment, 
the very same that contin- 
ues to rule U.S. into ex- 
tinction along with 
Canada. The same estab- 
lishment that sticks the 
American dream like a car- 
rot in front of the people 
while it covers its greed in 
a blanket democracy and 
freedom.

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The Politics of Music
